DEPUTY GEISBAUER 00 


On August 13, 2004, Deputies MacDonald and Geisbauer, Unit 216E, were with Unit 217E PM at 
the intersection of Holmes Avenue and Slauson Avenue when they all heard several gunshots 
coming from the north. Both units drove around to try and determine the source of the gunfire. 
Unit 217E stopped to detain two males and requested Unit 216E to assist them. During this 
contact, all four deputies heard an additional two rounds being fired from the north. They checked 
the area and saw a vehicle with no license plate. The vehicle was being driven by a lone male. 
After the driver looked at them, he rapidly accelerated away. They attempted a traffic stop butthe 
vehicle continued to accelerate. They saw the vehicle slow as Suspect Macias opened the driver's 
door and exited on the run, as he left the moving vehicle. The deputies stopped behind the 
suspect vehicle and exited. Deputy MacDonald saw the suspect facing him with a gun in his 
hands. Fearing the suspect was going to shoot him, Deputy MacDonald drew his duty weapon 
and began firing at the suspect. He continued to fire while simultaneously running toward a 
parked vehicle for cover. Deputy Geisbauer exited the passenger's side of the radio car and 
heard the shooting. He believed that his partner may be involved in an exchange of gunfire and 
saw the suspect running. The suspect turned back toward Deputy Geisbauer and pointed the gun 
in his direction. Believing that the suspect was going to shoot him, Deputy Geisbauer began firing 
at him. The suspect fell to the sidewalk after Deputy Geisbauer shot at him. Suspect Macias 
sustained a gunshot wound to the head and one to the lower left torso. He was pronounced dead 
at the scene by paramedics. Neither deputy was injured. 


On August 4, 2005, the Executive Force Review Committee convened and conducted a review 
regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that were evaluated by the committee 
were: MMP §§ 3-01/025.00, Use of Force; MMP § 3-01/025.30, Use of Firearms and Deadly 
Force, and 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable Force. Concerning: 


MMP § 3-01/025.00, Use of Force, MMP § 3-01/025.30, Use of Firearms and Deadly Force, 3- 
01/025.10, and MMP § 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable Force, the Committee determined that the 
force used by Deputies MacDonald and Geisbauer was reasonable and necessary and in 
mpliance with Department policy.

The Justice System Integrity Division ofthe Los Angeles County District Attorney's 
Office has completed its review of the August 13, 2004, fatal shooting of Gerardo Macias 
by Los Angeles County Sheriff's (LASD) Deputies Anthony Geisbauer and John 
MacDonald. We find that the deputies acted in lawful self-defense. 


The following analysis is based on reports prepared by detectives from the Los Angeles 
County Sheriff's Department, Homicide Bureau, submitted to this office on November 4, 
2004. The District Attorney Response ised of Deputy District Attorney 
Kraig St. Pierre and Senior — | responded to the scene at 
approximately | a.m. and were given a briefing of the circumstances surrounding the 
shooting and a walk-though of the scene. Deputies Geisbauer and MacDonald gave 


voluntary statements to investigators. Their statements were considered as part of this 
analysis. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


On Friday, August 13, 2004, LASD Deputies Anthony Geisbauer and John MacDonald 
were patrolling in the area of Holmes and Slauson Avenues in the City of Los Angeles 
when they heard the sound of gunfire and immediately began to search for its source. As 
they searched the area west of Long Beach Avenue and 48" Place, the driver, Deputy 
MacDonald, saw a 1986 dark blue Ford Bronco stopped at a traffic signal facing cast. 
The Bronco had expired registration tags and the deputies decided to conduct a traffic 
stop. They turned their marked patrol car around and pursued the Bronco which had 
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proceeded under a green light and turned northbound onto Long Beach Avenue. Deputy 
MacDonald activated the car's forward-facing red lights, its spotlight and, briefly, the 
siren. The Bronco did not stop but turned eastbound onto East 47" Street with the 
deputies close behind. 


When Deputy MacDonald activated the forward-facing red lights the Bronco appeared to 
accelerate as it made the turn onto East 47" Place causing its rear end to almost strike the 
north curb. The driver, later identified as Gerardo Macias, a 38" Street gang member with 
the monikers “Diablo” and “Evil,” regained control of the Bronco, guided it back into the 
eastbound lane of traffic, and slowed to approximately five miles per hour. With the 
Bronco still moving the driver door opened and Macias got out — the Bronco rolled 
several more feet until it struck a tree next at the south curb of East 47" Place. Macias 
held a .45 caliber AMT semi-automatic handgun in his right hand. 


Deputy MacDonald stopped the patrol car approximately ten feet behind where Gerardo 
Macias exited slightly offset to the left of the driver side of the Bronco. Macias faced 
northwest — almost directly facing Deputy MacDonald — and both deputies could see the 
gun in his hand as they exited their car. According to Deputy MacDonald, Macias did not 
initially appear to have complete control of the weapon. Macias momentarily turned his 
back on the deputies and, upon turning back, held the gun chest-high and pointed at 
Deputy MacDonald. MacDonald immediately began to fire his department-issued 9mm 
Beretta at Macias as he ran northeast across East 47" Place to gain cover behind a parked 
car. His last recollections are of Macias running to the south sidewalk of East 47" Place 
where, according to MacDonald, Macias must have been hit because he fell to the 
ground. 


Deputy Geisbauer saw Gerardo Macias exit the Bronco with the gun in hand. Within 
moments Macias began to run eastward down East 47" Place and, according to 
Geisbauer, Deputy MacDonald gave chase. He next heard the sound of gunfire and was 
uncertain of who was firing at whom. Macias was approximately twenty-five feet east of 
Deputy Geisbauer on the south sidewalk of East 47" Place when he turned his upper 
body and pointed the gun at him. Geisbauer fired several rounds at Macias who, seconds 
later, collapsed to the sidewalk in front of 1724 East 47" Place. Macias was pronounced 
dead at the scene 


On August 16, 2004, at approximately 9 a.m., Los Angeles County Deputy Medical 
Examiner Ajay Panchal, M.D., performed an autopsy on the body of Gerardo Macias. Dr. 
Panchal determined the manner of death to be multiple gunshot wounds'. As part of the 
autopsy, a toxicological analysis of Gerardo Macias’s blood was performed. Macias’s 
blood was found to contain small traces of alcohol, cocaine and methamphetamine. When 
Macias’s body was searched at the scene a small quantity of a white powdery substance 
was located in his pants pocket. This item was not chemically analyzed. 


! Although two expended bullets were recovered during the autopsy of Gerardo Macias, no ballistic 
analysis was performed in order to determine which deputy, or both, fired the fatal shot(s). 
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Gerardo Macias's criminal record includes al 


CONCLUSION 


The use of deadly force in self-defense or in the defense of another is permitted if it 
reasonably appears to the person claiming the right of self-defense, or the defense of 
another, that he actually and reasonably believed that he was in imminent danger of great 
bodily injury or death. People v. Williams (1977) 75 Cal.App.3d 731 


When Gerardo Macias pointed a gun at Deputies MacDonald and Geisbauer, they were 
lawfully entitled to defend themselves with deadly force. Their respective decisions to do 
so were both reasonable and lawful 


Having concluded that Deputies MacDonald and Geisbauer were acting in lawful self- 
defense when they shot and killed Gerardo Macias, our file is now closed and we will 
take no further action in the matter.
